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Attachment to Advisory Action 

1. The new limitations in proposed amended claims 15 and 3 
define over Faelten as used in the combination of the rejection 
of section 4 of the detailed portion of the office action mailed 
18 April 2006, as Faelten does not teach the claimed center to 
center spacing in combination with a height of 5 to 75 microns 
for the micro ridges in combination with the other limitations 
of claims 15 and 3. These claims would be allowable if 
submitted in independent form in a separate paper. 

2. The amendment filed 11 July 2006 will not be entered due to 
the claims 5 and 17 depending from cancelled claims 4 and 16. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 11 July 2006 have been 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Tsuji 
et al . and Murakami et al . require the height distance between 
the stroking direction and transverse direction ribs be greater 
than 200 microns in order to provide proper function; 200 
microns being greater than the instant claimed height spacing of 
15 to 145 microns. The examiner disagrees. Tsuji et al . at 
col. 3, lines 15-16 states that a spacing greater than 200 
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microns is preferred, but not required, Murakami et al . only 
requires that the longitudinal ribs be greater in height than 
the transverse ribs (col. 3, lines 6-8). Thus there is no 
evidence that modification of the references to have the instant 
claimed spacing would destroy the function of Tsuji et al . or 
Murakami et al .
